Such a Proceeding makes the Author believe, that whae 
has been faid of the Alteration and In lation of the 
Works of the Fathers might be true, tho’ he could hardly 
think that any one fhould have been fo bold as to under. 
take fuch athing, The Criticks ( continues he ) are in 
the right to exclaim againft the Monks. Thofe Men lived 
in a Time of Darknefs: The Ignorance, that prevailed 
every where, increafed their Boldnefs, They were en- 
tirely Mafters of the Manufcripts ; they lived a retired 
Life ; and therefore might eafily interpolate any Author 
with Impunity.

The following Paflage wil] afford Matter for feveral Re- 
flexions. ‘* The French ( fays the Author ) are grown fo 
** nice and fcrupulous in Point of Religion, that they are 
afraid of any thing. This is the peculiar Charafter of 
“ Superftition , which never invades the Mind , without 
© rendring it fearful and timorous. It fhuns the Lighr, 
“ and dreads every thing that may be prejudicial to thofe 
“ Doétrines and devout Practices, which are only the Ef. 
* fe&ts of Imagination, “Tis therefore no wonder, if fe- 
‘ veral Reflexions inconfiftent with the Maxims of fuper- 
** ftictious Men have been left out in the new Edition of 
“ the Hiftory of the Jews, printed at Paris with the King’s 
‘* Privilege. Heretofore the French were well pleafed to 
“ read Hiftories compofed by a fincere and faithful Wri- 
* ter, who freely publith’d his Opinions, and difcovered 
*‘ fome popular Errors , more dangerous as they are more 
“ancient. They loved to fee fome Beams of Truth 
“ break through the Clouds, with which they were fur- 
** rounded; whereby they learn’d to free themfelves from 
“their Prejudices. Freedom of Thought appeared to 
** them an innocent thing, as long as Religion was not 
* dire&tly attack’d. But now Truth is grown offenfive , 
‘* if it proves contrary even to fuch Doétrines as are not 
‘** Effential. Thofe who boldly maintained fome Years 
** ago by word of Mouth and in Writing, that the Pope’s 
* Authority was chimerical, and oppofed his Infallibility, 
* cannot abide that a Foreigner fhould difcover any Faults 
“in the Condu& of the Sovereign Pontiffs. An unmer- 
** ciful Hand has ftruck out of my Hiftory all thofe Paffa- 
** ges, that feemed to refle& upon the Violence of Perfe- 
Ho cutors, or the falfe Maxims and vicious Lives of Clergy- 
men. 

Mr. Bafnage wonders, the Paris-Editor fhould have left 
out his Confutation of Mr. de T:demont, in what concerns 
the Converfion and the Letter of Abgarus King of Edeffs, 
who me to make War with the Fews, to revenge che 
Death of Jefus Chrift, whom they had crucified. Our Au- 
thor makes fome Obfervations upon that Letter, which 
are worth Reading. He fufpefted the Devotion of Bere- 
nice, in his Hiftory of the Jews. Speaking of King Chilperic,

Our Author concludes this Arcicle with the following 
Words.’ “ The New Editor is fo nice ‘atid {crupuldus, as 
“to leave out even chofe Things that concern Princes 
‘* who were not Chriftians, I faid, {peaking of Palid, 
“ that tho’ he was very ignorant, he made great Conqtefts; 
** and that Learned Princes are not the greateR Conquerors, 
“* This Paffage has been omitted. If the Editor was afraid 
“* this Maxim might be applied to fome Prince, he carries 
** his Malicious Infinuations farther than Ido. Now amo 
‘* nimium diligentes ; I write with more Simplicity ”. 


Mr. Bafwage gives us a fhort Account of the Jew More 
decai, who fet up fora Propher at Eifenffad in the Year 
4682, That Man being encourag’d by the Credulity of 
his Followers, pretended to be the Mefflias. The Jews of 
Italy, no lefs Credulous than thofe of Germany, defired 
their Brethren to fend them that New Prophet. Mordecai 
had a Rabbin, who was his Forerunner, and prepared the 
Way for him. They were both very well received every 
where’; but the Forerunner being a Sincere Man, and 
perceiving the Impofture, undertook to undeceive the 
Credulous Jews. His Remonftrances prov’d infignificant: 
He was forced to retire into Germany, and to promife 
that he would not cry down the Falfe Prophet ; but he 
did not keep his Word. He publifh’d an Account ¥ of 
the whole Matter. The Impoftor was obliged to ran 
away, and retired into Poland. 

The Author of the Wonders of Rome , ( De Mirabilibus 
Roma,) who lived in the XIIIth Century, fays, That eve~ 
ry Nation of the Roman Empire had a Statue in the Capi- 
tol, with a Bell about irs Neck, which never failed to 
ring upon a Rebellion. Helinandus, a Writer of the fame 
Age , does alfo mention that Fabulous Story ; and pre- 
tends chat it was an Invention, for which the Romans were 
indebted to Virgil, who being a great Conjurer, beftowed 
that Virtue upon thofe Statues. Some Modern Authors 
relate that Fiétion asa Truth ; and Father de Montfaucom 
has inferred ¥ ¥% it in his Diarium Italicum Mc. Bafmage, 

who had Occafion to take notice of that Story, cannot

He had made fome Obfervations upon the Pagie Fidei of 
Raimundus Martini , and thewed that that Author alledges 
many weak Arguments againft the Jews, and does not in- 
fift upon the ftrongeft. This'Paflage of the Hiffory of rhe 
Jews, does not appear in the New Edition. The Readers 
will find in the next Pages feveral new Remarks upon the 
Quarrel of Reuchlin with the Dominicans, and upon fome 
Jewish Books, -I omit many Obfervations of Mr. Ba/nage, 
and I fhall only take notice of thofe that make the Laft

Father de Montfaucon publifh’d in 1709. a French Tranfla- 

tion of a Treatife of Philo, wherein thas. Fem Writer 
gives a Defcription of the Therapeute. That. Verfion is 
illuftraced with feveral Obfervations , whereby the Tran- 
flator pretends to fhew that the Therapeute were Chrifti- 
ans. Mr: Bafnage undertakes to prove the contrary, and 
his Arguments appear undeniable. I fhall fet down his 
Preliminary Obfervation. “‘ This Opinion (fays he) is 
“ not new. Moft Chriftians are eafily inipoted upon by 
‘“‘ an auftere Life., Befides, thro’ a wrong Zeal for their 
“‘ Religion, they run after Shadows and Appearances of 
“ Holinefs. - ~ - » Some will have it that the Philo- 
“ fophers were Chriftians, before Chriftianity was known. 
“ To that End, they imagine a Correfpondence between 
“ chem.and the Apoftles or Prophets, that. every Good 
“‘ Thing among the Ancients may be derived from a Di- 
“ vine Source. The Opinions and Expreffions of thofe 
“ Philofophers are wrefted, to render them Orthodox. 
** Some of their Thoughts ere confidered independently 
“upon others, and the feveral Parts of their Doétrine 
“ muft not be viewed all at once, left the whole Syftem 
 fhould appear abfurd and erroneous. Notwithftanding 
*« the Corruption of Human Nature, the Uie of Reafon 
‘* remains fill, and produces very furprifing Effeas. Why 
“ muft we fuppofe, chat Men endowed with Reafon can- 
* not think reafonably, and exprefs their Thoughts with 
‘“* Strength and Accuracy? Is it impoffible for fome Men 
‘* to fubmit to fome Laws more fevere than others, either 
“ out of Vanity , or thro’ a Diflike of Pleafures which 
** appear infipid to thofe who love a Contemplative 
“‘ Life, or out of Love for Virtue, of which they have 
“ fome Notions more or lefs extenfive , in proportion to 
their Knowledge and Imagination ? Whoever fays, that 
“ Judaijm and Chriftianity are the only Religions that can 
« infpire Men with fuch Thoughts, contradiés Experi- 
“ ence, which teaches us, that among the Indians and 
‘* Barbarous Nations fome Men love Solitude, and prefer 
“ the Auftericy of a Retired Life to the Noife of the 
“ World. We muft nor fet too great a Value upon thofe 
‘* Human Virtues ; but on the other fide, we muft not 
*¢ deny their Poffibiliry. We ought to commend the 
“ Chriftian Religion for the Effe&ts it has really produced, 
‘© and for thofe Things that truly belong to it. But fome 
‘¢ Men, thro’ an unreafonable Jealoufy, undertake to de- 
‘¢ prive the Heathens of their Philofophers and Excellent 
“ Morality, and the ews of their Efenians and %& Thera- 
“ peute, to tranfplane them into the Chriftian Church ”. 
Mr. Bafnage informs us, that he has receiv'd a Letter from 
the Illuftrious Mr. 4 , wherein that Learned Man ace 
quints him , that he has made a great many Obfervations 
contrary to thofe of Father de Montfaucon, whereby that 
Matter will be fully cleared. In the mean time, our Au- 
thor has thought fic to publifh fome further Remarks upon 
the fame Subje&t, wherein he confutes the Opinion of 
the Learned Benedifin. Thole Remarks are very large and 
folid, and will be read with great Satisfa&tion, Here fol- 
lows another Obfervation of our Learned Author.

The Doétrine of Original Sin, as it was always held in the 
Catholick Church, and particularly in the Church of England, 
Alferted and vindicated from the Exceptions and Cavils of the 
Reverend Dr, Daniel Whitby.

The Author believes that the Chriftian Religion i clear- 
ly undermined by the denial of the DoStrine of Original Sin, 
it being (fays he) the Foundation on which the whole Chriftian 
Inflitution uw buil: ; and therefore tis no wonder if he writes 
With great Zeal in defence of that Doétrine. He makes 
fome Reflexions upon that Part of the Reverend Dr. Whit- 
by's Preface, wherein that Author declares that he was 
bred up under Men of Calwiniftical Principles, and enter- 
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tained the fathe Notion concertiing Original Sits ut thae 
he has changed his Opinion about that Article: “Dr. Eg. 
wards owns that a Mati'is to’ be cotnmended for chariging 
his Opinion; whet he has good Reafons for it : But he 
thinks.a Divine ought to- be ftéady in his Principles, and 
not cartied to and fro with every Wikd of Doériht, Dre. Whit. 
by fays he was moved to write againft Otiginal’Sin by « 
Difconrfe that he had with a Dei; who doubted of thé Truth of 
the Holy Scriptures, and wae confirmed in his Infidelity by this 
Do&rine of Original Sin, whith, if contained in them — would 
be fufficient to invalidate the Truth of thofe Writings. Dr. Ed 
wards hopes the Dottor doth not often conver[e with fuch Men, 
except it be to convince them of their Errors ; and wilhes he 
would keep out of harms way. — 

The Author undertakes fo prove thefe two Things, 
1. Thaviche DoGrine of Original Sin is plainly défivered 
inthe Holy Scriprure, har it was the Opinion of 
the Fathers, who lived before St. uguffin; arid that this 
Father is not the firft who introduced it into the Chriftian

The Doétor enlarges + op thofe Texts , that’ are com. 
monly alledged to prove Original Sin. He obférves upon 
thefe Wordsof David, Pfalm LI. v. 5. Behold I was Srapen 
in iniquity, and in fin did my mother conceive me ; that thofe 
who underftand this Paflage of his Mother's tinceiving him 
in profluviis, which ufwally produces a Body impure and il 
temper'd, fabje to evil Pa ffoks , caft a Blot upon che Me. 
mory of the Royal Prophet. For, fays he, is it not a ve. 
ry rath and uncharitable Thing, to fuppofe that David re. 
fieéts upon his Parents, and charges them wich a high Vio. 
Jation of the-Law of God? The Law imports a Penalty of 
Excifion : Ivis expreffed in thefe Words, Lev'2c. 18. 4nd 
if a man fhall lie with a woman having her ficknefs , and fhall 
uncover her nakednefs ; he hath difcover'd her fountain, and he 
hath uncovered the fountain of her blood: and both of them fhall 
be cut off from among their people. Is it noc highly improba- 
ble that David, who had doubtlefs a great Refpec for thie 
Memory of his Parénts, would have proclaimed fo all the 
World that they had been guilty of ra great a Sin ? This 
Reafon, fays the Do&or, is fufficient to make us reje& that 
Expofition with the greateft Contempt and [ndignation. 
The Author quotes feveral Paflages of the Greek and ‘Latin 
Fathers, more ancient than Sct. Auftin, in order to fhew 
that they had the fame Notion of Original Sin. He treats 
his Subje& learnedly, and like a Profound Divine ; and 
fhews himfelf to be a Man of a Lively Imagination. 

Dr. Edwards appears very much difpleafed with a Perfon, 
whom he does not name. He puts him in mind of the 
fatal End of his Predeceffor Arius ; @ Story too well told (fays 
he) +0 be refuted omly by w bare, tho’ confident, Deryal. Ina 


word, He {peaks to him with all the Authority of an Or- 
thodox Divine. 
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
